THE FOUR HOUR DAY 

In the course of a recent interview a 
famous scientist predicted that the de¬ 
velopment of electrical power would 
ultimately lead to a four hour work 
day. He did not seem to feel how¬ 
ever, that this era of leisure would be 
an unmixed blessing. Too much leis¬ 
ure he intimated would perhaps have a 
bad effect particularly on the young,” 
says the Saturday evening Post. “He 
has presented the adverse side too 
mildly. If the time ever comes when 
a four-hour day is the common lot, liv¬ 
ing conditions will be little short of 
i eplpiable. In the first place, the hu- 
. n mind and body need the stimu¬ 
lus of labor and it is impossible to 
l eep the one keen and the other fit 
n a daily 'shift of four hours, It ifc 
ot so much that four hours devoted to 
v ork would in themselves fail to keep 
he mind sharp and the muscles pro¬ 
perly exercised. The difficulty would 
consist in the inability of the average 
” i on bo make proper use of the 12 
rs of leisure thus provided. Twelve 
ours of loafing or misdirected rtergy 
would steal from Iflrfind ■and body any 
benefits that might accrue from short¬ 
ening the hours of work to four. Man 
’ as never been a good loafer. With 
nothing to do, he either lets his pow¬ 
ers atrophy or turns to pemicieus ac¬ 
tivities. The society waster, the bor¬ 
ed dilettante, the tramp, the beggar 
and the beach comber are the common 
types created by idleness. Even the 
hardworking and successful man who 
finds it possible to retire soon shows 
the effects of an unwonted activity. 
He becomes heavy and lethargic in 
body and thoroughly miserable in 
mind and spirit; often too, he fails 
to live out his allotted span and suc¬ 
cumbs to disease which might never 
have laid its grip upon him had he 
stayed in the harness. Any man 
worth his salt comes back from a va¬ 
cation completely sated with -idleness 
and with renewed zest for his work. 
Work is the salvation of the human 
race. All work and no play may make 
Jack a dull boy but all play and no 
work make him the worst possible 
kind of citizen. The four-hour day 
would make man a 12-hour loafer. 
Electrical power may some day re¬ 
place brawn and give such aid to me¬ 
chanical skill that a shorter day will 
become possible for. the man who 
works with his hands. Electricity, 
however, will never take the place of 
thought. If civilization is to keep on 
functioning and advancing, the brain 
worker will never have it any easier 
than he does today. Responsibility 
can neverbe put on a four-horse basis. 
Leadership and supervision have al¬ 
ways been 24-hour propositions, and 
always will be, no matter how advanc¬ 
ed our mechanical devices may be¬ 
come. Scientists and Inventors will dio 
more for the race, if, instead of bend¬ 
ing their efforts to the shortening of 
hours of toil, they will discover for us 
means bf reducing discomfort and mo¬ 
notony in many trades and tasks, and 
thus make it possible for men in all 
occupations to approach their work 
with zest.’ 1

HALF MILLION LIVE ON TAXES 

“It is a conservative estimate that 
something like half a million people of 
this country are living on the taxes 
of the rest of us,” declared Gratten 
O’Leary, Ottawa newspaperman, be¬ 
fore the Canadian Credit Men’s associ¬ 
ation at Toronto on Saturday after¬ 
noon. “The national debt of Canada 
which stood at one billion, three hun¬ 
dred and eighty-two million^ on Ar¬ 
mistice day -is today $2,'400,000,000” 
.'aid Mr. O’Leary. “In other words, we 
have increased the public debt of Ca¬ 
naria more since the armjstice than we 
increased it during the. whole of the 
war. And that is not all; there are 
enormous railway securities wh'ch the 
dominion of Canada has guaranteed 
and which bring the gross public debt 
of the dominion to $3,219,000,000, ac- 
co'rddng to a statement of the Royal 
Bank of Canada. The aggregate debts 
of our nine provinces total $428,000,- 
000. Therefore, adding the debt of the 
provinces to the debt of the Dominion 
and including also the debts of the 
large cities, you get the alarming fact 
that we have a total dqbt of $500 for 
every living soul in the Dominion.” 

WILL HE RESIGN 

The Calgary Herald speaking edito¬ 
rially of the situation at Edmonton 
with reference to the Ross Compensa¬ 
tion Act'amendment bill, intimates 
that a split may occur between the 
Farmers’ party and Labor and the 
sooner it comes the better for the 
fanners. As the Herald says, “Ross 
was appointed minister of public 
works and labor and since then he has 
conducted the departments pretty 
much as he pleased,. All this has de¬ 
veloped a swelled head’ on the part of 
the minister and the amendment he is 
trying to force may yet land him in 
the soup.” We agree with the Herald 
when it says: “The Alberta minister of 
public works is no shining light on his 
job, and a cabinet readjustment with 
-him out of the game would be to the 
liking of a vast majority of the elect¬ 
ors as well as to the advantage of the 
government.” 

SMUG LAWS 

There is a lot of smug hypocraey to 
be witnessed every day in the legis¬ 
lative halls of our country. Here in 
Alberta' the legislature has decided 
against all form of liquor advertising. 
It is wrong they say to flaunt the me¬ 
rits of various brands of liquor in the 
newspapers. However they are in the 
business of selling liquor themselves 
and they have no compunctions what¬ 
ever about taking the money for th^ 
sale of the stuff. But newspapers 
they say must not advertise the wares 
That would be very wrong. This is 
one more silly law that we doubt if 
the province can enforce and a test 
case may result in the near future. 
Alberta is wet, the government is in 
the liquor business but according to 
the wisdom of the Alberta legislature, 
newspapers will not be permitted to 
say anything about it. Whisper it but 
be very careful to whom.

THE COAL STRIKE 

Last February there was a paid up 
metnbership of coal miners in District 
18 of 9000 men. The vote taken re¬ 
cently for or against a strike was 
4,696 for and 282 against. With a 
strike in progress in the southwestern 
fields of the U.S. and in Alberta there 
will be close to 50,000 miners and 
their families to be provided for and 
no doubt there will be extreme want 
felt on the part of families. As to the 
pros and cons of the question in dis¬ 
pute there is no doubt some reason 
lof the strike. It is stated that the 
miners of Alberta agreed to take a re¬ 
duction of over a dollar a day provid¬ 
ing the coal operators would reduce 
the-price of coal to permit of selling 
in the Ontario market, but the operat¬ 
ors Would not listeq this. 


A LOSING GAME 

During the past four years Canada 
spent $1,830,680 in trying to get immi¬ 
grants from the United States;$I,420,- 
824 -in trying to get them from the 
United Kingdom and $129,853 from 
Continental Europe. Outside of pro¬ 
viding jobs for a few Canadians our 
immigration activities have not been 
profitable lately. )\e have lost more 
emigrants to than we have gained im¬ 
migrants from the United States, a 
country which is raising an already 
high tariff while we are talking of re¬ 
ducing such tariffs as are already low. 
But Canada is dominated by men who 
have a fascination for theories and a 
disdain for actual conditions. 


GOOD WORK 

Recovery of the bulk of bonds and 
securities stolen from the Union and 
Royal Banks in robberies in Alberta 
and British Columbia is a distinct fea¬ 
ture in the caps of the provincial pol¬ 
ice forces of these two provinces says 
the Calgary Herald. 

The fact that the robberies were 
commited by bank robbers from across 
the border made the work of the pro¬ 
vincial police much more difficult than 
would have ordinarily been the case, 
and the difficulty was attenuated, it is 
hinted, by the unwillingness of United 
States city police forces to give the 
assistance that should have been ex¬ 
pected. It is two years since the first 
of these robberies occured, and the 
Alberta police have been on the job 
steadily ever since. It has been a hard 
trail tb follow, and at times seemed 
without end, but the police kept at it, 
and success has finally rewarded their 
efforts. Such good work as this is cal¬ 
culated to give the provincial police 
as fine a reputation as the Royal 
Mounted had in the days when the 
great northwest was an unorganized 
territory and the name of the R.N.W. 
M.P. was it terror to evil doers. The 
Provincial police are to be congratula¬ 
ted on the splendid work they have 
done on these cases, and trusts that 
their success will not end 4intil they 
have rounded up all the members of 
the gang of desperadoes who have for 
so long terrorized the towns along the 
border. 

REDUCING THE CABINET 

Advocating a reduction of the cabi¬ 
net from sixteen ministers to ten, the 
Ottawa Journal says that in Canada 
the cost of the cabinet is $229 000 a 
year, while in the United States, with 
a population at least twelve times as 
great, there are only eight ministers 
and the cost of the cabinet is $108,000. 
The Journal continues: “N.or would j 
the only saving be in cabinet ministers’ 
salaries. There would be enormous re¬ 
duction in rentals, in secretarials, in 
all of the expensive pomp and circum¬ 
stance and paraphamalia with which 
ministers are wont to surround them¬ 
selves. We venture to think that the 
saying effected would run into half a 
million dollars each year.” Referring 
to Sir George Foster’s proposal for a 
pre-audit of all government expendi¬ 
tures the Journal says that this is 
worth careful consideration. It says: 
“The existing audit system is design¬ 
ed to detect fraud, after it has been 
committed, but it is inadequate to pre¬ 
vent extravagance: it only looks into 
expenditure -after expenditure has 
been made.” 

When Asquith decided to join in 
with the Laborites to defeat the Bald¬ 
win government it was predicted that 
he would destroy the liberal party. 
The result of the bye-election in the 
Abbey division-of Westminster would 
appear to bear out that prediction. A 
conservative was elected. Winston 
Churchill, who left the liberal party 
because of Asquith’s decision, ran as 
an independent and came within a few 
votes of winning. The socialist came 
next with oyer 6000 votes while the 
straight liberal candidate got only 
290. Mr. Asquith failed to note what 
happened his esteemed contemporary,, 
Wellington Hay.

GARDENERS REQUIRE PERMIT 


With the arrival of the seed and 
bulbs catalogues the amateur garden¬ 
er begins to make his plans for the 
garden and grounds and to prepare a 
list of plants that he intends to buy. 
1 reorder to avoid disappointment in se¬ 
curing the prompt delivery of ship¬ 
ments of plants from the United 
States or other countries, he is re¬ 
minded of the regulations now in force 
whereby all importers of plants from 
any country^ are required to secure a 
permit to be presented to the collector 
of customs at the port where the ship¬ 
ment is cleared. Permits are required 
for the importation of trees, shrubs, 
vines, cuttings, greenhouse plants, 
roots, perennials, corns, bulbs etc. Co¬ 
pies of the regulations and informa¬ 
tion regarding permits may be secur¬ 
ed by writing to the Sesretary De¬ 
structive Insect and Pest Act Adviso¬ 
ry board, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. 


MILITARY UNIFORMS 


After the 31st of March anyone 
wearing military uniforms, except on 
certain special occasions, will be sub¬ 
ject to a fine not exceeding $300 and a 
year’s imprisonment. Proclamations 
to this effect are being posted in pub¬ 
lic places, pursuant to the order-in- 
council of November 20, 1923. Uni¬ 
forms can be worn at the following 
times: (1) On definite military duty or 
parade; (2) at memorial services, ce¬ 
lebrations and official functions in 
connection with the late war, provided 
permission is obtained from the officer 
commanding the military district; (3) 
at the military funerals and other oc¬ 
casions on special authority of the 
district officer commanding. 


C.P.R. WILL EXTEND 

In the 1924 construction program of 
the C.P.R. the announcement is made 
officially that the building-of ten miles 
of the branch line linking up Lomond, 
western terminus of the Suffield 
branch of the Medicine Hat division, 
with Blackie, on the Aldersyde branch 
of the Lethbridge division, ’Will be pro¬ 
ceeded .with. This branch will extend 
through a rich wheat producing terri¬ 
tory and will no doubt develop a consi¬ 
derable additional traffic. Farmers 
operating in the Queenstown district 
have waited longingly fdr this road to 
be extended and they are now gratified 
to learn that their patience will be re¬ 
warded by the building of the road for 
ten miles which well bring this side of 
the Bow river and south of Gleichen 
about 12 miles. The new road will 
traverse the entire length of the 
Queenstown district and also relieve 
the farmers hauling grain west of the 
Arrow wood many miles.. The railway 
will sene a wonderfully fertile agri¬ 
cultural country that is already well 
settled' and proved, where everything 
from No. .1 hard wheat to apples, 
cherries, pi unis, etc., have been suc¬ 
cessfully grown for several years past. 


HIGH TAXES ON BEER 

That, added to the present imposts 
on beer in the way of taxes, the pro¬ 
posed tax by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment of 12V4 cents per gallon will tend 
to make the price oPbeer prohibitive 
when compared with the price of hard 
liquor is shown by figures obtained 
from the Lethbridge brewery. It will 
be tantamount to beer which was sold 
wholesale in 1913 at $10 a barrel cost¬ 
ing $24.50 a barrel with the retail 
price at two glasses for 25 cents. In 
addition to the imposts on it the price 
<-f beer has been forced up by the ad- 
ded cost of labor. The minimum of 
$2.50 per day is now $4.50, graduated 
up to $5, with skilled labor paid at the 
rate of from $6 to $7 as against $3.50 
to $4. The duty on hops has been rais¬ 
ed from 16 cents to $2 per pound. In 
the case of malt the duty has gone up 
from 114 cents per pound to 3 cents. 
Without*- taxation the manufacturing 
cost of a barrel of beer lias gene up to 
$15.00? 

It is computed that with the propos¬ 
ed 12 Vi cents per gallon of beer it 
will be just as expensive to buy under 
the new Act as under bootlegging con¬ 
ditions with a premium placed on the 
purchase of whiskey. A quart of 
whiskey, is is estimated, will be equi¬ 
valent to the price of two dozen pints 
cf -beer, with the less amount of the 
former being regarded to be more sat¬ 
isfying than the larger quantity of 
beer.

TENT CATERPILLAR 


Tent caterpillars do an immense 
amount of damage to many species of 
trees in the prairie provinces. The cot¬ 
tonwood, willow and ash are the most 
seriously injured. By stripping off 
the foliage, as they frequently do, the 
trees are not only made unsightly, but 
weakened against attacks of other in¬ 
sects as well as diseases. If the strip¬ 
ping occurs year after year the trees 
are liable to be killed. The dominion 
entomological branch has issued a cir¬ 
cular which describes the means that 
may be taken to control this insect, 
among the measures to be taken are 
the cutting ofy of egg masses from the 
twigs of the trees. This is easily done 
with long handled pruning shears dur¬ 
ing the spring before the leaves are 
open. After the buds are open, trees 
that are infested ought to be sprayed 
with arsonate of lead solution. The 
formula for mixing appears in circu¬ 
lar No. 19 of the department of agri¬ 
culture. When the caterpillars have 
devoured the foliage of the trees on 
which they were hatched, they migrate' 
in swarms in search of other food. At 
this? stage they may be destroyed by 
spraying with kerosene emulsion, the 
formula for which is also described in 
the circular, which may be obtained 
from the publications branch of the 
department of agriculture at Ottawa. 
To protect trees against infestation by 
migrating caterpillars ,the 
should be wrapped about with a sticky 
band four inches wide. These bands 
give better results if kept fresh and 
closely guarded against clogging and 
drying. Views of the eggs, caterpil¬ 
lars, cocoons- and the mateur moth, as 
well as spraying machines are illus¬ 
trated in the pamphlet.' ''

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

As an added inducement for Cana¬ 
dian farmers to exhibit their products 
at the Chicago International Livestock 
show this year, the Winnipeg Grain 
exchange has donated $500, to be ad¬ 
ded to prizes given by the' federal and 
provincial governments to the Canadi¬ 
an who wins the grand championship 
in the grain section of the show. 

Indians in the prairie provinces last 
season raised the largest crop in their 
history. They harvested 638,561 bush¬ 
els of wheat; 542,282 bushels of oats; 
62,304 bushels of barley; 58,264 bush¬ 
els of potatoes; and 10,000 bushels of 
ojher vegetables. In addition they 
summer-fallowed 20,000 acres, broke 
6,808, put up 57,000 tons of hay and 
9,516 tons of green feed. 

New railway branch lines in Alberta 
are provided for in the National rail¬ 
ways bill presented to the house of 
commons at Ottawa These include 
185 miles of new construction in the 
province as follows: From St. Paul 
southeasterly to township 57, range 6, 
west of the fourth meridian, 21 miles, 
estimated cost $£25,000., From Hanna 
tc Warden, 75 miles, estimated cost 
$1,445,000. From Loverna westerly to 
township 32 or 33, range 9 west of 
fourth meridian, 50 miles, estimated 
c«6t, $1,192,000. From Rosedale south¬ 
erly to Bull Pound Creek in township 
25, range 1'4, west of fourth meridian, 
39 miles, estimated cost to the Cana¬ 
dian National (one half of total) 
$915,000. 

On April 1st, the new regulations, 
which were temporarily effected last 
year, regarding the changes then made 
as to tho status of the air force, be¬ 
came permanently operative. Such 
changes mark the merger of the three 
former departments of the navy, ma- 
litia and the Canadian air force, into 
one department of National Defence 
and the Aerodrome here are operating, 
under these new regulations from the 
first of this month. The change was 
made for the sake of economy and is 
expected to be advantageously so. The 
department is now under the control 
of one minister and one deputy minis- 
ter.

numbered 192, or an average of five a 
month, and the greater number have 
been granted to husbands; in fact, for 
every one wife that has succeeded in 
obtaining a divorce during that time, 
t\yo husbands have obtained one. 
There were 128 granted to husbands 
and-64 to wives. 

Due to demand for spring labor, 
there has been a considerable decrease 
in unemployment in Alberta, the num¬ 
ber of unemployed at the end of the 
second week in March being stated to 
be 481, which is the lowest figure for 
some years. This means that there, is 
less than one person/Rer thousand of 
population of the province of Alberta 
out of work. 

The fact that a cockerel is register¬ 
ed is a guarantee to the public that he 
has a certified pedigree behind him, of 
at least two generations of 200 (or 
more) egg blood, and that he is him¬ 
self a bird typical of the breed and 
without standard^ disqualifications. 
Such a bird grown in our Canadian 
climate means the very best procur¬ 
able in breeding for high egg produc¬ 
tion. 

The Canadian Pacific railway handl¬ 
ed the largest portion of 1923 grain 
crop of western Canada, according to 
a bulletin issued by the bureau of sta¬ 
tistics. The number of inspections 
along its western liners, from Septem¬ 
ber 1st to the end of February, having 
been 14."> 61<< cars, as compared with 
slightly er 118,000 cars handled by 
other railways. This is an'increase 
of 27,Jt)i> cars, as compared with the 
preceding grain season. 

A former Calgary lawyer, J. E. 
Varley, who last year was disbarred 
by the Law Society of Alberta, has 
filed in the supreme oourt a statement 
of claim in an action claiming $50,000 
for illegal disbarrment. Mr. Varley is 
suing the Law Society of Alberta, J.E. 
Brownlee, attorney-general, and with 
few exceptions, the whole of the 
benchers of the Law Society individu¬ 
ally, and A.F. Ewing, Edmonton, who 
was a bencher at the time that he was 
disbarred, but is no longer. 

Judging from present indication, the 
production of creamery butter will es¬ 
tablish a new high'record for Alberta 
in 1924. At the present time there are 
74 creameries in operation, being sup¬ 
plied by 40,000 farmers, and it is es¬ 
timated that they will have a combin¬ 
ed output in 1924 of 18,000,000 pounds 
of butter, as compared with 15,417,070 
pounds manufactured by the 54 cream¬ 
eries operating last year. Sixty-eight 
per cent of this butter was made north 
and 32 per cent south of Red Deer. 

Members of the Alberta Wheat pool 
will receive more for their 1923 wheat 
than those outside the pool, according 
to present indications. H. W. Wood, 
chairman of the Alberta wheat pool, 
stated Wednesday. He was not pre¬ 
pared to give out any information as 
to thp additional amount pool mem¬ 
bers will receive. Mr. Wood denied he 
had toid Manitoba farmers that the 
pool members of Alberta would re¬ 
ceive five cents a bushel more for their 
wheat than farmers outside the pool. 

The good word comes that Great 
Britain will submit in future all trea¬ 
ties with other nations to parliament, 
which is one of the most momentous 
steps taken by any British government 
vrith in the past one hundred years. 
The whole tortuous path of European 
strife and bitterness has been paved 
with secret treaties and it is a well 
known fact that secret understandings 
between European nations have en¬ 
abled cheap intrigue to masquerade as 
statesmanship and haye prevented the 
solution of international problems by 
candor and frankness. It was high 
time secret treaties were discarded.

For the first time in the history of 
the Canadian grain trade, wheat has 
been exported from the Dominion to 
the South American continent, one of 
Canada’s largest exporters having the 
honor of recently handling this first 
shipment from Winnipeg to Rio de 
Janeiro;* The shipment was made 
through the port of Vancouver via the 
Panama Canal.

It is 
amazing to learn that a half section 
farmer produces enough food in a 
single year to last him and his family 
all the remainder of his life.” And 
yet the same authority admits, the 
richness of farming, as compared with 
other forms of occupation are worse 
than at any time within the memory of 
men who have farmed a lifetime.
